III. Claim 35, drawn to sorting information in a digital broadcast system, classified in 
class 348, subclass, 441, 460, 465, 473, 554, 558, 565, 569, 465. 

1. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search 
required for Groups II and III are not required for Group I and visa versa, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Inventions Groups I and Group II are related as combination and subcombination.
